THE LATEST MASSACRB. 



The accounis received on Saturday, and 
givea in full in nnollier part of to-daj's Coi,- 
0.NI8T, of the murder ol Mt! Donald aud a por- 
tion of bli parljT, however horrible, Uavo noi 
.epme. upoo, tba. inbabiiaota of Viotoiia b} 
•d^pKie. A' report bad been previously pub 
liahed in the Victoria pre«s, giving a desurip- 
tion of tbia catastraplm, nml althouuh by the 
actual date ot Iho murder it is now evident 
that that report was incorrect, yot it had, with 
a kind of premoniiion, if not prfvisioa, pre- 
pared tbe minds of the iubabilants for tbe 
melincholy disaster. It is sad lo Ibink that, 
however helpless wo were lo save Manninj; 
and his party, this last massacre might at 
least bars been prevented by immediate 
■otion on tbe part of the authorities, when 
we received the first intelligence of the Uuiu 
ontrage. That iDlelligeoiie reached hereon 
tbe morning of tbe 1 1th of May, jast eleven 
daya after the atrocities had been perpetrated ; 
but no (orco wn3 sent up by way of Iho coast 
until Wednetiduy, the 15tb of June, exactly 
five v>eek$ zftet the news had been received. 
Whatever obstacles might have been in tbe 
iray ol organizing an adequate expedition for 
tbe capture of the murderers, there was ccriainly 
nothing to prevent intimation hem;; immedi- 
ately forwarded to llie white population ol 
Bella Coula. McDonald'^ party did not atari 
till the 20tfa, and we knew of the massacre of 
Brewster's men on tbe Uib, alTnrding ample 
time tt> have saved the lormnr travel lerr. 
Our own Government no doubt were to blame 
in keeping the intelligenco two daya from 
Governor Seymour, and we l)ara no desire to 
■belter tham in the matter ; but when the 
news did at length reach New WestminsUf 
CD the evening of tbe 13cb of May, there was 
■till a week Mt to take steps to save those 
who were living at Bella Coola, or who might 
have just left that placo for tiie interior. It 
is nothing to the purpose to say that it was 
unknown at what precise dut? McDonald's 
parly were to start. Common sense as well 
as common bumaoity would have dictated 
the necessity,' under any ciroamstances, ot 
immediately apprising tbe white settlers at 
Bentinok Arm ol their danger. There wat 
no probability of their receiving any infor- 
mation of tbe Bute masiacro by other means, 
and it waa natural to suppose that the Chil- 
toateoa -would eoutinue their bloody work. 
It !■, lo fact, the greatest wonder that there 
was a single living white man at tbe Arm 
when the Sutlcj arrived. 

It would be unjust with, itt tho best, but 
imperfect iulormation before us to charge any 
particular party with tbe serious respon- 
sibility of the murder of McDonald and his 
companions ; but we bavo no hesitation whai> 
ever in asserting that, through some personal 
feeling or misundcrstaodin;;, there was a want 
of co-operation between the Governiueot of 
British Columbia ami the navul authorities at 
a time when every minuio was precious — 
when tho lives of a number of our fellow 
oitisena were hanging on tbe piomptitade of 
Executive action. It is one of our national 
characteristics to be slow, mcibodio, and tied 
down to routine, and the Government of the 
neighboring colony waa probably laboring 
under this unwieldy mode ol action when it 
could not make the first motion without tbe 
aid.of Her Majesty's ships; but we hope we 
ahall not again bare to chruoicls the masaacrs 
ol a number ol our fellow-creatures, bocnusa 
tba aulboritien could not agree as to the pre- 
cise method of making a " dciiionstrntioa," 

There wore mora evils in this uufortui>ate 
delay than the loa.^of .McDonald and his meo. 
Time was allowed tbe Chili-oatens to malic 
alliances with other tribes, and thus precipi- 
tate probably a regular ladiaa war. The 
effects of a speedy retribuiion, which is the 
only meanf ol terrorising; iavnges, vvero lost 
— z prestige -vus given lo ih'j Uhilcoatens by 
their easy and successive victories over tho 
whites ; and an example of uurestrained sav 
■gery was set to the other tribes, which was 
boand, as we have previously shown, to affect 
them with the same disregard of the while 
mans law, and the same contempt tor the 
white man's lite. 'J'he blunder has ntjw been 
made, and our only hope lies in the 
pnideoce as well as energy of ihe volonleors. 
That the Governor himself, with a praise- 
worthy earnestness arid deterniinalicm, has 
Bocompanied the party, gives ns tliu nsiur- 
ance, at all events, that justice nliall be done 
strictly and in an uniinpassioiitd manner ; 
and that nothing tending to inflame tbe 
minds ol innocent Indians or friendly tribes, 
will be perpetrated. There is, however, srave 
matter for anxiety in this expedilion. Forty 
men is but a small loree to fienetra'n an 
enemy's cuuntry — an enemy full of wiles and 
tre.ichery, and a country in which eveiy 
hundred yards afTurds lacilities for ambush. 
The forty Bella Coola Indians who have been 
taktn as aaxiliariea, however serviceable they 
are cxp^eted to prove, may require ultimately 
as much watching as tho nmrderers 
themselves; and as a climax to tho daiij^crs, 
tho foo may bo much larger, on 
account of the junction wi'.h other iribes, 
lhaa tbe volnntesrs possibly coucoirn. 
Our main hope, however, lies in the proba 
bility of the Indians taking to their entrench- 
ed or roughly fortified position, alhulod to by 
our special corrospondent, in which cane. 
they «ro pretty cortain to be caitured. Tho 
Admiral's reserve of fifty or sixty marines, 
with tho junction of Cox's party Irum 
Alexandria, will make a force nltogc'iicr, in- 
eluding tbe forty Holla Coolns, of uboat one 
bandred and eighty men. If tho Chilcoatcns 
and their companions number no more than 
forty, we may indulge in iho .laiiifaction that 
every rascal who escapes the bullet vrill 
dangle from the pine. At all events, we hope, 
that the difficulties of the route will bo over- 
come, that promptitude and viyoi will lako 
the place of llio past inaciion, and that an 
example will ho made of these red-nliin 
asiasBios, llnit will crush rfl otualiy in the 
. bnd what would, by maudlin treatment, 
■pring up in a little time into a wholesale 
Indian war.

Indians of Mr. Waddington's working par- 
tiea on the Bute Inlet Trail is, of course, frosh in 
the minds r.f this community, but it may not br

Citruction of human lif', inTolvea an almost 
ruinous pecuniary loss to Mr. Waddington, in the 
pillam ot his alorea, Ac, as well as the stoppaite

The fuct that the Bute Iniot trail when opened 
would divert a large portion of the freight for the 
Upper Country and utiniiig districts of British Co- 
lumbia from the Eraser Hiver route, his no doubt 
excited the jealousy and active oppoeiiion of the 
inhabitants of New Westminster, and has led to 
the rejection by Iho British Columbian authorities 
ofMr. Waddington's respectful, and as he beliCTi^s 
justly founded claim on ilio (ioveniment for tho 
destruction of his property; and reduced him to 
the necessity of appeslinf^ to the people of Van- 
couver Island for aid to complete this important
